it is unqueſtionable, that, to begin from 
Philip the Fair, there runs an' uninter- 


rupted train of alliances between the 


KINg of France and of Scotland, down 
to Henry IV. and James VI. Even in 
the year 1326. the treaty of Charles the 
Fair and Robert I. ſhews that there had 


been a friendſhip or alliance of long 


* ſtanding between our predeceſſors kings 
* of France, and our kingdom, on one 
* part, and the kings of Scotland, and the 
* faid kingdom of Scotland, on the other. 
"Theſe are king Charles's own words in 
the treaty, which clearly ſuppoſes that 
the alliance between France and Scot- 
land is far more ancient than his time, 
though we have not now extant any 
authentic copy of ſuch treaties prior 
to that of Philip the Fair and John Bali- 
ol, in 1295.

ſters of almoſt the whole kingdom, and 


when their Henry VI. was crowned at 
Paris king of France; it was, I fay, 
chiefly in this extremity, that the Scots

they diſtinguiſhed themſelves at the bat- 
tle of Fornova, and in the kingdom of . 
Naples. 

In 1507. by the relation of Claud seyn. 
Seyſil, archbiſhop of Turin, a contem- Tete 
porary author, King James IV. on oc- g.. 
caſion of the wars of king Lewis XII. 
in Italy, ſent to him, and offered to 
come 1n perſon to ſerve him with ten 
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or twenty thouſand fighting men. And 


the ſame king James, in 1513. having 


learned that France was attacked by the 
emperor and the king of England con- 


junctly, in order to make a Diverſion 


(as the ſame king Lewis XII. obferves) 
attacked on his fide England with all 
his force, though king Henry VIII. was 
his brother-in-law, and obliged him to 
ſend back part of his troops into Eng- 
land ; whereupon followed the fatal bat- 


tle of Flowden between the Engliſh and 


Scots, in which king James loſt his lite, 
with the flower of the Scots, ſolely in 
the quarrel of France. 


Laſtly, in 1548. the preference | 


which the Scots made of the alliance of 


France to that of England, for the 


marriage of the young queen Mary

dom in a war of about twenty years 


with England, which was followed by 
an infinity of miſchiets, and ended at 
laſt in the ruin of the Roman-catholic 
religion in Scotland.

T was by reaſon of the ancient alli- 
ances between the two kingdoms, 
and as it were in compenſation of the 
ſervices done to France, and of the loſſes 
in conſequence ſuſtained by the Scots, 
that the kings of France behaved to the 
Scots as if they had been their own na- 
tive ſubjects.

„The, firſt letters 20D; of naturaliza- 
tion to the Scots, were granted by king 
Lewis XII. at the inſtance oſ Andrew 
Foreman, biſhop of Moray in Scotland, 

and archbiſhop of Bourges. . They were 
given at Amiens in the month of Sep- 
tember 1513. A copy . be ſound in 
the ſequel. 

In 1547. Henry II. granted letters 
of naturalization to the Scots guards in 
particular, given at Fontainebleau in 
the month of November 1548. at the 
exchequer chamber on the 12th of Fe- 
bruary.
